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Election/Restrictions 



Applicant's election with traverse of Group I (medical device), la (medical device is 
stent), 2e (matrix is fullerene), and 3e (meant to be g; antibody attachment is covalent), claims 1- 
17 and 41-55 in Paper No. 10 is acknowledged. The grounds for the traversal are found 
persuasive. Therefore, the restriction requirement for Groups I-IV is withdrawn. 

Applicant did not traverse the legitimacy of the species requirement. Therefore, the 
requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. In addition to the species 
elections of the medical device (stent), matrix (fullerene) and antibody attachment (covalent) 
applicant must also elect from the following species [ex. lb (vein) and 2a (noncovalently)]: 

1) Vessel Type

subspecies. This identification of claims requirement was clearly stated in the 
restriction/election as follows:
